The wide dissemination of cul- 
lure and education among all 
peoples on the boils of equal- 
ity, freedom and peace Is Indis- 
pensable for tho preservation of 
human dignity. These words are 
written Into the UNESCO Charter. 
In resolulely rejecting any at- 
tempts end pressure against this 
organization, the Jakarta confer- 
ence reaffirmed its loyalty to

Looking at Vilnius from the hill tops that 
surround tho central part of Ihe dty, or from 
one of Its many bell-lowers, one will ace be- 
fore ono a panorama composed ol an Indicate 
combination of little winding slrrels lopped by 
the tiles of the steep roofs of tho old town, In- 
terspersed with modern buildings. The old part 
ol the Lithuanian capital dates from tho I4lh- 
lGlh centuries. Hero one can find monuments 
representing oil Hie basic styles III European ar- 
chitecture: Gollilc (St Anne's Church), Renais- 
sance (the Vilnius Stale University complex), 
classicism (Hie Art Gallery). 

A visitor may be surprised by the crooked 
streets In the old neighbourhoods, but there Is 
an explanation far Ibis. As early as 1530, the 
town authorities decreed that houses should be 
built In a straight line along a launl rope — a 
plan, however, that was never implemented for 
Ihe land belonged to different owners and each 
one of them tried to cut a larger slice from the 
road. Some streets are so crooked and narrow 
that a car cannot pass along them. The tall fa- 
cades of the buildings hide doors and court- 
yards whose charm remains unaffected by Ume,

INTERFERON 
MASS PRODUCED 

The industrial production of 
interferon Is beginning In the 
USSR, using the achievements 
of gene engineering. 

Interferon, a physiologically 
aclive substance, discovered a 
little more than 25 years ago, 
Is an effective means of com- 
batting viral and bacteriolog- 
ical diseases. Up until now In- 
terferon derived From donor 
blood was used lor Ihe proven- 
lion and euro ol disease. But 
the need for this preparation is 
so great that It for exceeds the 
number of donors. In order to 
produce the large amounts 

needed medical workers wera 
aided by molecular biology. 

The interferon gene was ex- 

creted by scientists and Implan- 
ted Into the DNA of rapidly 
propagating bacteria harmless 

lo man — Intestinal bacillus. 
Tlie new generations of this 
bacteria wero used for the pro- 
duction of Interferon. 

If one dose of lire prepara- 
tion Is obtained from ouq litre 
of donor blood, (ho same 
amount taken from lhe bacte- 
rial preparation ls 1.000 times 
more. 5 million doses of Inter- 
feron for instance were obtai- 
ned in inditslrlal conililioiis in a 
lllllrt over a worker’s normal 
shift ported. 

To obtain such an amount of 
disc from donor blood, 25 mil- 
ll"ii donors would be required.

HEALTH PROTECTION 
IN THE USSR: 

WAYS OF IMPROVING 
THE QUALITY 
OF MEDICAL AID 

Alexei SAFONOV, 

lha USSR Deputy Mini if er 
of Public Health 

For several decades the or- 
ganizers of Soviet public health 
have in al illy been concerned 
with speeding up the training 
of personnel and the construc- 
tion of disease prevention ami 
trealment institutions which 
would ensure access to medical 
aid far overyone, everywhere in 
this huge country. This compli- 
cated task has now been largely 
fulfilled. The USSR boasts about 
00,000 medical con Ires with a 
slat I ol over one million doc- 
tore (39.5 for every 10,000 peo- 
ple) and nearly 3 million spe- 
cialists with secondary medical 
education. For every 10,000 peo- 
ple there are 127 beds in hos- 
pitals. This Is ono ol Ibe high- 
est numbers In Ihe world. 

All our medical Inslllullons 
lidve drastically changed. Poly- 
clinics for example. Today most 
of ihcm are major disease pre- 
vention and treatment centres 
with laboratories In different 
Helds carrying out blnchemlctil, 
endoscopic and cylnluglcal ana- 
lyses. In the polyclinics ihe doc- 
tor enn carry out a whole com- 
plex ol cxmlnallons and Blaiulio- 
nenusly provide treatment lor a 
patient. Apart from specialized 
departments they contain phy- 
siotherapy services, where elec- 
tric, water and mud I root men I is 
provided, ns well as exei rise 
therapy, massage, reftexolhc- 
rapy, acupuncture and e%en la- 
ser therapy. i| |& no more chance 
thai UO per cent of patients to- 
day begin and complete their 
trealment lu outpatient clinics. 

Tlie Inpatient and outpatient 
service is tha first contact ol the 
patient with medicine (Uie popu- 
lation makes application to thoso 
Institutions lo tho first place), 
and we regard Its strengthening 
as one ol tho main ways to fur- 
Lher Improve the quality ol med- 
ical aid. In lhe drat place we 
ore trying to ensure that Id the 
operation o! Inpatient and out- 
patient clinics patients spend a 
minimum of Ume waiting for a 
doctor and, on ihe other band, 
ensuring fbai the doctor has the 
opportunity to give maximum at- 
tention to everyone. This, na- 
turally. calls lor additional per- 
sonnel but we hope lhal the 
problem will soon he solved: 
for soveral years now more than 
60 per can 1 of graduates from 
medical colleges have been sent 
to work In such departments. At 
(he same time we are making 
corrections lo the organization 
of oulpatleni aid; To Ibis end, 
polyclinics hpve. changed over to 
a 'new regime ol work, more 
convenient for patfenli from 
8 a.m. to B ,pjn. with one day- 
off. They also bake new disease 
prevention departments. They 
will carry otil a thorough exa- 
mination be lore lhe paileai sees 
a doctor, conducting preliminary 
examinations so that Ihe doctor, 
the patient has asked lor. can 
quickly receive objective infor- 
mation about his condition. So 
Tar there are only about 40Q 
such departments bui eventually 
they will be set up, Ip ell 'poly-

our recent mission. 

While It cannot be said that 
all the companies present have 
signed contracts, many useful 
contacts have nevertheless been 
established. 

Jean Fevrler emphasized tbe 
importance of large-scale co- 
operation agreements. He also 
indicated, however, the desire 
of French medium- and small- 
scale businesses to establish links 
with the USSR; about Iwn- 
thlrds of his group represented 
such companies. 

The agroindustrial complex 
figures as a major sphere of 
cooperation, and this haa al- 
ready broughl certain results. 
Thus, a French agroindustrial 
consortium signed s coopera- 
tion protocol last year will. So- 
viet organizations and tho sides 
exchanged delegations. 

Of the fust started delivery 
of Soviet gaa to France, via a 
new export gas pipeline stret- 
ching from Western Siberia, 
Jean Fevrler said that this is a 
good example of profitable co- 
operation beneficial to boll, si- 
des. France which Is known to 
lack natural gas got access to 
thlB Important product, while 
the USSR has materialized its 
expo r i capabilities.
